This day advice was received from Fraferfburgh, that, on 
Friday latt, there was a French privateer ‘off that place, 
which had taken two fhips, and a boat from a third. Other 
two thips, to avoid being taken, run afhore at Cairnbulg. 
I'his ts the fame privateer which took Mr Cruden, andthe 
was then at Cairnbulg-head. From an apprehenfion that 
fhe meant to deltroy the thipy which run afhore, an exprefs 
was fent for the affittance of the foldiers for their prote¢tion, 
The Garland and Camel frigates. were feen Within half a 
league to the fouthward of Aberdeen, but did not call in, 
otherwife they might have received proper information with 
regard to-this privateer. 
having met with any enemy, afterwards failed for the Nore.

“ The Elizabeth and Peggy of Saltcoats, Kirkwood ma- 
iter, isjult arrived here. He made oath before a Juttice of 
Peace at.Stromnefs, That, in his paffage from Chriltiana, 
he was boarded by the Rifing Sun, a French privateer, thip- 
rigged, mounting 20 or 22 guns, belonging to Dunkirk, 
and ranfomed for 120 guineas, on the gth inflaat, Bu- 
channefs bearing N. W. and by W. five leagues: On the 
12th, he was boarded by the Fearnought privateer, cutter- 
rigged, Luke Ryan commander, Buchannefs then bearing 
about N. W.and by N. 15 leagues; and, en the 15th, he 
was boarded by a French frigate, who Was iu company with 
two more French frigates, each 20 of 24 guns. The man 
who boarded him told that the {quadron was commanded by 
Paul Jones: And he further fays, that the laft time he was 
boarded the Buchannefs was bearing W,,N. W. about 11 
leagues. This latt fhip plundered Captain Kirkwood and 
crew of their liquor and other ores, and of ‘ten thilliags in 
filver.

Sir Fokn Graham, in the fecond feene, is difcovered in 
the Caltle, with the inhabitants, who are clamorous for 
want of provifions ; and promifes, as foon as the council 
breaks up, to diltribute among them the {mall remains of 
what had been allotted him. 

Sir Wiliam Wallace, in Council, after two expedients 
had been pointed out, cither immediately to furrender at 
difcretion, orfto attempt ‘in the dead of night to pafs through 
the enemy’s lines, informs Douglas and Graham, apart, that 
by the affitance of his young fon anda peafint, he had 
conftantly in the night received provifious throagh the wail, 
which he had carefully concealed, for fear the foe might 
gain intelligence of it from any of the prifoners ; but that 
the quantity was too trifling to fupport, the whole.
